Undercover 
veterans 
may face 

murder 
-charges 


FIVE former undercover soldiers 
are being investigated on suspi- 
cion they murdered six Fatah ac- 
tivists in Jabalya a year and a half 
ago, Channel 2 reported last 
night. 

The incident occurred on 
March 28, 1994, when a company 
came under gunfire and grenade 
attacks twice that day in Jabalya. 
An order was given to send out 
undercover soldiers to investi- 
gate. At the same time, a group 
of six armed, masked Fatah activ- 
ists arrived on the scene. The sol- 
diers thought the six were a group 
of Hamas terrorists and opened 
fire, killing all of them. 

After the incident the IDF 
praised the soldiers for their ac- 
tion. At that time, Fatah was to 
have coordinated the entrance of 
armed men into the camp, and as 
such the six were suspected of 
belonging to Hamas. 

Following a complaint from 
B’tselem, the soldiers were inves- 
tigated on suspicion of man- 
slaughter, but the army did not 
find fault with their actions. 

The five soldiers have since 
completed their military service. 
However, a few days ago they 
were summoned by the Military 
Police who informed them the 
investigation had been reopened 
and they were being investigated 
On suspicion of murdering the Fa- 
tah activists. (Itim) 


Austrians decide 
"on compensation 
to Nazi victims 


VIENNA (AP) -- Victims of the 
Nazi era in Austria will receive 
the equivalent of about $7,000 
‘seach from a new Austrian gov- 
.emment fund that is belatedly 
compensating those who suf- 
fered, the fund's curators decided 
yesterday. 

Some 200.000 Jews lived in Vi- 
enna before Adolf Hitler's troops 
annexed Austria in March 1938 
to the cheers of many Austrians. 

For decades after the war, 
Austria emphasized that it was 
itself the first victim of the Nazis. 
It was only in 1991 that Chancel- 
lor Franz Vranitzky became the 
first Austrian leader to acknowl- 
edge that Austrians were perpe- 
trators, as well as victims of Nazi

AN agreement between Israel 
and the PLO is very unlikely 
to be signed this week in 
Washington. but there is hope 
it will be concluded and ini- 
tialed, Prime Minister Yitz- 
hak Rabin told The Jerusalem 
Post in an hour-long interview 
yesterday.

Both senior US and Egyptian 
officials phoned negotiators non- 
stop during the day in a bid to 
bridge to see where gaps can be 
narrowed on the issue of Hebron 
in order to still obtain a signing 
ceremony in Washington this 
week. 

After consultations with Rabin 
in Jerusalem, Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres met with PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat for a 
third night of marathon talks here 
in a bid to bridge the gap on 
Hebron. 

Rabin said he did not want to 
offend Palestinian sensibilities by 
referring to the Israeli security 

nce in Hebron as “overrid- 
ing.” However, he said the IDF 


would “basically” retain freedom 
of movement throughout the 
city. 

“We face a problem in He- 
pron. It is very difficult to explain 
that because of 415-450 Israelis 
who live there, we can prevent 
120,000 people from behaving 
like every [Palestinian] city. But 
this is a fact of life. We have to 
adjust our security arrangements 
to let them have civilian responsi- 
bility for their own life and, at the 
same time, make sure that the 
Cave of Machpela, the area in 
which Jews live, Kiryat Arba, the 
main access roads, where there is 
no bypass, will be under our secu- 
rity.” Rabin said. 

“There might be certain areas 
in which there can be local Pales- 
tinian police, but the areas that 
are related to the security of the 
Israelis in the wider sense, must 
be in our hands.” 

Asked whether he could envi- 
sion joint Palestinian control 
over the Machpela Cave, Rabin 
replied, “Basically, it is our 
responsibility.” 

Meanwhile, speaking to re- 
porters in Taba, chief Palestinian 
negotiator Ahmed Qreia indicat- 
ed that temporary security ar- 
rangements can be reached in 
Hebron, including the stationing 
of Palestinian police and Israeli 
troops, but said certain principles 
must be clear. 

“No Palestinian will accept a 
divided Hebron. It is a Palestin- 
jan city ... redeployment in the 
whole city of Hebron must be like 
all other cities,” he said. 

Qreia suggested that whether 
Jewish settlers are evacuated 
from Hebron is not the issue. 

“What exists will exist through 
the interim period,“ Rabin said 
about a possible evacuation of 
Jewish settlers from Tel 
Rumeida. 

“J cannot speak about separa- 
tion withoui reference to the 
presence of Israelis in the centers 
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of population in the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip. Since 1 am 
committed to not moving any set- 
tlements during the interim peri- 
od, I look at separation as a goal 
to be achieved in the context of a 
permanent solution - the way 
that I describe a Palestinian enti- 
ty not under Israel’s rule, next to 
Israel, and not according to pre-

THE six Zo Artzenu activists arrested yesterday. 
after pre-dawn raids on their homes were 
released last night, after signing NIS 3,000 guarantees 
to show up for future police questioning.

Power supply unaffected by Zo Artzenu protest 


THE Israel Electric Corp. report- 
ed only a slight increase and drop 
in electric usage last night, at the 
appointed times when Zo Artzenu 
called on supporters to turn the 
electricity in their homes on and 
off in unison to express disapprov- 
al of the government’s peace 
policies. 

Yael Ne’eman, the company's 
spokesman, said the change could 
be measured “by a few mega- 
watts.” She said no electrical prob- 
lems were reported. 

But Yehoshua Shani. one of the 
leaders of the organization, said be 
does not rely on information from 
the company, which ‘filters 
through political channels.”

Gov’t, comptroller oppose ‘whistle blowers’ bill 


THE government and state comp- 
troller are blocking legislation pro- 
tecting those who cormup- 


+ tion in their work place from being 


fired, demoted, or deprived of 
their rights. MKs Hagai Merom 
and Yossi Katz, who presented a 
bill to this effect, stated yesterday. 

The legislation was - initiated 
three years ago by the Ha’ogen 
Association, which represents 
hundreds of people who were 
fired after exposing corruption at 
work. Ha‘ogen also receives 
thousands of anonymous com- 
plaints of corruption and viola- 
tion of proper conduct from peo- 
ple afraid to identify themselves. 

At a press conference yester- 
day Ha’ogen presented several

people who were dismissed after 
exposing corruption. Even after 
they appealed to the state comp- 
troller and finally to the High 
Court of Justice, and after their 
complaints were found to be val- 
id, their employers refused to 
take them back, despite the 
court's recommendation. 

Michael Milo, safety adviser to 
the Health Ministry, was fired 
when he warned of construction 
flaws and fire hazards in hospi- 
tals. including work conditions in 
laboratories which endangered 
workers’ lives.

B'TSELEM, the Isracli human 
rights organization focusing on 
the treatment of Palestinians, 
yesterday demanded that the 450 
Setjers in Hebron be evacuated, 
saying it is impossible to secure 
Palestinian human rights as long 
as the Israelis remain there. 

B'tselem director Yizhar Be'er 
explained that, “Until now, we 
thought the problem should be 
dealt with in negotiations be- 
tween Israel and the Palestinian 
Authority.”’ But the grave situa- 
tion dictates only one conclusion, 
he said. 

Deputy director Eitan Felner 
said B'tselem thinks the kind of 
security necessary to protect the 
Hebron settlers makes it ‘‘impos- 
sible for the Palestinians in He- 
bron to live in dignity. That is 
what human rights is about, not 
going through checkpoiats and 
roadblocks and living in constant 
fear of settlers who do what they 
want, because they know there 
will be uo punishment for their 
violent acts.”* 

Field worker Bassam Eid 
Pointed out that in the center of 
Hebron, where the settlers live, 
there are 32 roadblocks and 10 


manned checkpoints.

Suspects allegedly filmed

A MAN suspected of taking part 
in the alleged repeated gang rape 
of two 14-year old girls video- 
taped the rapes, police said yes- 
terday at a hearing in Rehovot 
Magisirate’s Court. The man, 19, 
and 2 youth, 14, were remanded 
for seven and six days 
respectively. 

Following complaints by the 
girls and the arrest of the two, 
police seized eight videotape cas- 
settes allegedly showing the re- 
peated rapes and a camcorder at 
the man’s home. 

The case surfaced when one of 
the girls told her parents she had 
been raped, and they informed 
police. 

On Sunday night, the two girls 


told police that for 20 consecutive 
days they had been raped by sev- 
eral youths and one man at the 
man’s apartment in the city. They 
said the events were videotaped 
by the man. 

The younger suspect reported- 
ly confessed, telling police he 
thought only one of the girls had 
been filmed. 

Police said the girls had agreed 
to go to the man's home after 
“‘pressure was put on them” and 
because they knew some of the 
youths. - 

Police are still seeking three 
other youths who allegedly took 
part in the rapes. The victims 
could only identify them by their 
nicknames.

Farrakhan leads rally 
promoting million-man march

WASHINGTON - Nation of Islam leader Louis Farrakhan came here 
Sunday night and led an exuberant rally to promote his planned Million 
Man March on Washington, winning prolonged applause from 2.000 
people at Union Temple Baptist Church and exhorting black men to take 
more responsibility for their communities. 

Farrakhan said he has called for the march, scheduled for October 16, 
tohelp reverse what he sees as a failure of will and decline of morals in the 
African American community. He said he believes a huge gathering of 
purposeful, committed black men could help change the negative images 
of African Americans that he said are ingrained in the public mind, 

“I have been hurting on the inside at the destruction of our people,” 
Farrakhan told the crowd. He later said that “our cultural degeneracy has 
played into the hand of the master plan” for the destruction of African 
Americans, but did not spell out any details of such a plan or who might 
be behind it. 

Much of his two-hour speech was enthusiastically ‘received, but Farrak- 
han left many of his listeners in uneasy silence as he described the 
extraterrestrial vision that he said led to his call for the march. 

Farrakhan told the audience that 10 years ago he had a vision of being 
swept into a UFO that took him to a larger mothership. There, he said, 
the late Elijah Mohammed told him that then-President Ronald Reagan 
was plotting a war. He said the vision ended with him being beamed back 
to Earth from the spaceship. 

“T really don’t care if you think Im a nut,” Farrakhan said, explaining 
to the audience that he had debated even sharing the story. He did not 
make clear how the vision, which he has described in previous speeches 
and interviews, had inspired the march. 

The planned march has ignited widespread grassroots interest, but 
many traditional civil rights groups and denominational church leaders 
are reluctant to endorse the event, largely because of the prominent roles 
being played by Farrakhan and his co-organizer. former NAACP execu- 
tive director Benjamin F. Chavis.

St. Thomas confronts Hurricane Marilyn’s 
damage without power, water, phones 


CHARLOTTE AMALIE, US Virgin Is- 
lands (AP) ~ Military transport planes carry- 
ing tons of supplies arrived in St. Thomas 
yesterday as federal relief effort for these 
islands devastated by Hurricane Marilyn 
kicked into full gear. 

“We need help.” said resident Sheila 
Johns. “The Virgin Islands is going to be 
down for a long time.” The hurricane left St. 
Thomas without power, water or telephone 
service. 

Eighteen planes carrying 358,000 tons of 
cargo arrived overnight at the airstrip in St. 
Thomas, which took the brunt of the storm. 
The airlift included 300,000 military rations, 
potable water and ice, said James Lee Witt. 
director of the Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency. 

“This is a massive response and has taken a 
combination of everything we have as a feder- 
al team to make this happen,” Witt told re-

Bodziak, under cross-examina- 
tion by defense attorney Barry 
Scheck, conceded that Lee's con- 
clusion might be correct.

taken on June 25, 1994, but they 
could not be seen in photographs 
taken on June 13, a day after 
Nicole Brown Simpson and Ron- 
ald Goldman were stabbed to 
death.

ROME (Reuter) - Bowing to 
ressure from Jewish groups 
and leftists, Rome's mayor said 
yesterday that he was shelving 
indefinitely his controversial 
plan to name a street after an 
architect of Italy's Fascist-era 
antisemitic laws. 

The city council last Thursday 
voted 11-1 in favor of a plan by 
Mayor Francesco Rutelli to 
name a street after Giuseppe 
Bottai, Italy’s education 
minister in Fascist leader Benito 
Mussolini's World War II 
dictatorship. 

Bottai helped enact 1938 
racial laws which ousted Jews 
from the school system and later 
from public jobs. 

Rutelli, appearing at a news 
conference with Bottai’s son 
Bruno, told reporters the formal

encourage better dialogue and

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Ethnic cleansing in Hebron 


T’S one thing for Hebron Mayor Mustafa 

Natshe to say that, unless the city’s Jewish 

residents leave town, there will be no peace. 
It is quite another for B’tselem, which purports 
to be a human rights organization, to call on the 
government to expel them. 

Natshe is a typical representative of the real 
Middle East, not the Middle East envisioned by 
Foreign Minister Shimon Peres. The notion that 
in a town he views as strictly Arab there can be 
Jews living as neighbors rather than ‘‘dhim- 
mies’’ is simply alien to him. He deems their 
presence anathema, and believes they should be 
expelled. He may not call it ethnic cleansing, 
transfer or exile, but neither he nor his towns- 
people make a secret of their aim to make the 
town Judenrein. 

Natshe must know, too, that solving conflicts 
through population transfers is not new to the 
Middle East: it has been practiced here since 
before biblical times. But today such policies 
seem to be tolerated only when they are advo~ 
cated by Arabs. A parallel suggestion by Jews 
would be greeted ~ justifiably ~ with disgust, 
derision, and condemnation. 

As long as the suggestion is for the expulsion 
of Arabs, that is. If, say, the inhabitants of a 
small Arab village caused problems — such as an 

. outbreak of murders, robberies, and thefts — for 
a neighboring Jewish town, B’tselem would 
never dream of suggesting that the villagers 
should be expelled, But even though the organi- 
zation maintains it is not political, it now rec- 
ommends a political solution to what it deems to 
be ἃ human rights problem. The Jews in He- 
bron, says B'tselem, cause the Arab population 
hardship, therefore they must go. 

Tn an interview with the Independent Media 
Review and Analysis, B’tselem’s deputy direc- 
tor Eitan Felner said yesterday, ‘“Any solution 
other than remo the Jews will inevitably 
lead to a violation of human Tights. ” At a press 
conference the group claimed, “ “Coexistence 
between the two populations in the town is 
impossible. There is no escaping the evacuation 
of the settlers." When it is Jews who are 
affected, B’tselem does not consider uprooting 


people from their homes and forcing them to - 


live elsewhere a violation of their human rights. 

Like others who advocate the expulsion of 
Hebron’s Jews, B’tselem claims that they are 
living in the town illegally. Nothing can be 
more offensive to the law and common sense. 
Not only are most of the Hebron Jewish resi- 
dents living in homes owned by Jews who were 
slaughtered or expelled in the Arab pogrom of 
1929; they, like all Jewish residents of Judea 
and Samaria, have a perfect right to reside there 
under international law. 

A 1980 Israeli government paper on Hebron

had this to say: ‘“The right of Jews to return to 
their property in Hebron, and indeed to the 
entire region of Judea and Samaria, is based on 
the following considerations: 

‘‘A) This area was an integral portion of the 
one-time British Mandate of Palestine, in which 
the Jews had full Tights of settlement, and, until 
1947 owned considerable tracts of property. 
The entire area of Palestine was designated as a 
national home for the Jewish people and the 
illegal annexation of Judea and Samaria by the 
ee Kingdom of Jordan cannot negate 
this righ! 

“ΒΒ ‘ctemnational law does not prevent per- 
sons wishing to return to their property to do so, 
nor does it prevent the settlement of govern- 
ment land or property which does not involve 
the displacement of existing population...”’ 

Even more pertinent is that the Jewish com- 
munity of Hebron represents the continuity of 
Jewish habitation in the Land of Israel since 
biblical times. Apart from short periods follow- 
ing expulsions by Romans and the Crusaders, 
Jews always lived in the city, until an Arab mob 
slaughtered them. To suggest now that they be 
expelled again is to hand that mob another 
victory. 

Nor is Hebron just another Judean town. It 
has a unique place in Jewish history. It is in 
Hebron that Abraham, according to the Bible, 
was promised that the Land of Israel would 
belong to the Jewish people, and it is there that 
the patriarchs and matriarchs are buried. King 
David first established his kingdom in Hebron, 
and he ruled there for seven years before mov- 
ing to Jerusalem. It was in Hebron, too, that 
Bar-Kochba set up his headquarters in his war 
against the Romans. To suggest that the city be 
““free of Jews’” is to mock the very essence of 
Zionism. 

if anything, Hebron should become a test of 
the ability of Jews and Arabs to coexist. The 
Jews are not as small a minority as the numbers 
commonly mentioned would indicate. There are 
more than 6,000 Jews living in Kiryat Arba, a 
suburb of Hebron, and the number of Arabs in 
the town is site ri angie beta rapes 
figures ci politicians, It should not be any 
more difficult for a town in which 90 percent of 
the population is Arab to live with a Jewish 
minority than it is for cities in Israel in which 
the numbers are reversed. 

There are those in the PLO who have sug- 
gested precisely that, provided that the city 
government and security are in Palestinian 
hands. That both Israelis and Palestinians know 
that such an arrangement would subject the 
Jewish population to murder and mayhem is a 
telling symptom of what’s wrong with the Oslo 


agreement.

AND PEDCAR 

Sir, — In Pinhas inbari’s article of 
September 33, ‘West Bankers put 
weight against compromise,” there 
are certain Statements that are false. 
There has been ΠΟ meeting between 
the PA and the World Bank to end 
the role of PECDAR. In fact, the 
World Bank signed in July a new 
agreement with PECDAR (signed 
by Abu Ala) to continue the Holst 
administration under PECDAR and 
a mew three-year credit of $20 mil- 
lion under PECDAR for an educa- 
tion and health project. At this time, 
PECDAR remains the only instru- 
ment for flow of funds to the eco- 
nomic program used by the World 


However, it should be noted that 
PECDAR is designed to be a transi- 
tional organization and is to contin- 
ue until the PA ministries reach the 
strength and capacity to carry out 
normal development activities. That 
is, PECDAR is only a means in 
building a modern economic admin- 
istration and was never envisaged to 
be ἃ permanent substitute for a func- 
tioning government. In particular, 
the PA’s ministry of finance must 
take on an increasing role in consoli- 
dating the administration af expen- 
ditures, Jt is extremely unwise to 
have expenditures autonomously 
committed outside of a centralized 

system. 

Also it should be recorded that all 
funds under the World Bank’s ad- 
ministration are managed under the 
Same procedures as in other coun- 
tries. In particular, the accounts are 
audited by international accounting 
finns and all contracts for projects 
are subject to competitive bidding. 
That is, the ae Standards of ac- 
countability and transparency that 
characterize World Bank projects in 
other countries are maintained for 
the West Bank and Gaza projects 
administered by the World Bank.

Oslo accords were de- 

signed to pave the way for 

a historic reconciliation 

leading to a peace agreement be- 

tween Palestinians and Israelis, 

and, consequently, between Ar- 

abs and Jews. They were formu- 

lated so as to be able to satisfy the 

needs of both Israelis and 
Palestinians. 

Palestinians see in them the be- 
ginning of the realization of their 
long-awaited dream: an indepen- 
dent state on the iand occupied in 
the war of 1967, including East 
Jerusalem as the capital. Israelis 
see a beginning of the eventual 
end of their isolation in the Mid- 
die East, of acceptance and rec- 
ognition by the Arab and Moslem 
world. 

The accords will help the La- 
bor/Meretz coalition government 
and the Israeli peace camp in gen- 
eral realize their Zionist dream of 
having a Jewish state as far as this 
can go; it will rid the Jewish stare 
of the dual nationality problem it 
will face in the near future owing 
to the ever-increasing number of 
Palestinians in the West Bank 
and Gaza.

Wraps are off ‘surprise’ TV guest 


TV show This Is Your 

Life, presented by burly, 

gravel-voiced Amos Et- 

tinger, has become a Rosh Ha- 

shana institution, like cards and 
honey-dipped apples. 

Since the start of ITV, Ettinger 
has presented sketches of the 
lives of giants like Golda Meir, 
Yitzhak Navon, Avigdor Kaha- 
lani, Shoshana Damasi, Chaim 
Herzog and Haim Topol, to 
name only a few, in the format of 
ἃ program copied from the US 
and UK. 

This year's show, previewed to 
the press over the weekend, fea- 
tures the life of Shmulik (“‘Sham- 
Ink") Machrowsky, who is not 
exactly a household name. For 
the record, Machrowsky is the 
veteran manager of the Maccabi 
Tel Aviv basketball club. He

pointed out in one of his few wit- 
ty moments that he has been the 
club's manager almost as long as 
Ettinger has been presenting This 
Is Your Life. 

Nevertheless, it's reasonable to 
ask why. even if Ettinger wanted 
a sports hero, he chose as the 
subject of his show the shy, color- 
less Machrowsky.

Poetry missing from Psalm-based event | 


ELECTING the Book of 

Psalms as the subject of an 

all-night program is a fasci- 
nating idea. The way it was real- 
ized last week resulted in quite a 
few missed opportunities. 

The event, entitled “‘Cantorial 
Concert,” concentrated on the 
Eastern European tradition only. 
Highlighting the two present-day 
centers of this synagogal style — 
Israel and the US — the glorious 
voices of Haim Adler, Moshe 
Shulhof and Ben-Zion Miller, au- 
thentic representatives of this tra- 
dition, following in the footsteps 
of the legendary Yossele Rosen- 
blatt, provided a welcome experi- 
ence. But the multi-faceted plu- 
ralism of Israel's cantorial styles, 
teflected in numerous Sephardic 
and Near Eastern communities, 
was entirely absent. 

The concert “Psalms in Classi- 
cal Music” entirely ignored the 
rich repertoire of psalm settings 
from the Renaissance and Ba- 
roque to the Classics and Roman- 
tics. In so doing, the universality 
of the psalms as an integral part 
of world culture was treated as 
something irrelevant. 

The Cantus Choir, conducted 
by Ricardo Hegman, which is 
hardly capable of filling even a 
medium-sized chamber-music 
hall with its meager presence, 
was completely out of place in the 
vast dimensions of the Mt. Sco- 
pus Amphitheater. 

Yeheskel Braun’s extremely 
delicate Psalms and Leonard 
Bernstein's fascinating Chichester 
Psalms consequently became a 
case of fove’s labor lost. 

The Ra'anana Symphonette, 
conducted by Yeruham Shar- 
ovsky, could not have found a 
more unsuitable work than Par- 
tos’s subtle Psalms for Strings, 
and became bopelessly lost in this 
context. 

Rafi Kadishsohn’s Concerto 
for Peter Wertheimer — the versa- 
tile soloist playing alternately on 
saxopbones, flute and clarinet —is 
a loosely constructed, eclectic 
piece of elements drawn from 

Romantic and jazz styles of the 
incidental theater music that is 
the composer's home base. Its 
claimed relation to a quoted 
psalm verse, although comment- 
ed upon profusely in the program 
notes, remained obscure.

THE trade ministers of Israel, 
Egypt, Jordan, and the Palestin- 
ian Authority met yesterday in 
Amman to coordinate regional 
projects to be presented at the 
Amman conference on the De- 
velopment of the Middle East 
and North Africa at the end of 
the month. 

Economics Minister Yossi Bei- 
lin said he and his Arab counter- 
parts were seeking to compile a 
list of joint projects for which 
they would seek financing at the 
three-day conference which 
opens on October 29. 

“Today's meeting is very im- 
portant. There is consensus 
among participants on the priori- 
ty projects for the region,” Beifin 
said yesterday. 

He said the projects included 
highways; bridges on the Jordan 
River, water development, a 
joint electricity network, the Is- 
raeli-Jordanian-Egyptian Riviera 
along the Gulf of Eilat, and the 
joint Eilat-Akaba airport.

PATIENTS at 30 state hospitals 
quickly felt the absence of 5,000 
striking cleaning workers and 
clerks yesterday, as food and 
clean laundry became precious 
commodities. 

The Health Ministry aad Civil 
Service Commission applied for 
court orders against the strikers 
Jate last night, saying the haspi- 
tals cannot function long under 
these emergency conditions. But 
it was not known if and when they 
would be issued. 

The union launched the open- 
ended strike to protest against 
the government’s refusal to im- 
plement recommendations of the 
Padeh Commitee for equalizing 
salary scales in Kupat Holim Cla- 
lit and government hospitals. 

Outpatient clinics and diagnos- 
tic institutes in the hospitals were 
closed, and all but emergency op- 
erations were canceled. Although 
hospital managements had pre- 
pared a_large amount of sterile 
implements and clean laundry, 
supplies began to ran out. The 
kitchens were nearly closed 


down, and patients had to de- 
pend on relatives and friends to 
food. There was no one 
to clean the toilets and no one 
answered the switchboards. 

Strike committees were set ‘up 
in each of the affected hospitals 
to decide which patients were 
emergency cases. The effects of 
the strike were lessened in oncol- 
ogy, dialysis, obstetrics, intensive 
care, and geonatal departments. 

The Finance Ministry spokes- 
woman said the ministry was sur- 
prised by the strike, because the 
hospital” workers had received 
“significant wage increases — 
among the highest in the public 
sector” after they promised to 
maintain industrial peace. The 
ministry will not cave in and grant 
anything more than that agreed 
upon in the latest collective 
agreement, the spokeswoman 
said. 

The Treasury strongly criti- 
cized the Histadrut trade union 
section for authorizing the strike, 
and called on the strikers to re- 
tum to work,
